SIGNS  OF  THE  TIMES. 

A  LATE  number  of  the  Quorterltf  Preview  contained  an  article  on  the 
Sute  ind  Prospects  of  the  Country,  remarkable  (considering  its  place) 
for  the  sobriety  of  its  style,  the  temperance  of  its  tone,  and  the  fairness 
of  a  statement  of  very  considerable  compa.ss.  The  ^Edinburgh  Review 
has  taken  up  the  same  subject,  under  the  title  of  *  Signs  of  the  Times,* 
and  produced  a  curious  rhapsody,  which,  but  <for  the  blue  and 
yellow  cover,  might  be  attributed  to  Doctor  Southey.  All  the  force 
of  the  article  lies  in  its  diction,  which,  imitated  from  the  best  old 
English  style  anterior  to  the  age  of  Ahne,  gives  a  manner  of  strength 
that  disguises  the  feebleness  of  the  ideas.  Thus  in  some  Plauanca 
we  see  a  quaintly  ornamented  Gotliic  building,  which,  on  closer  scru¬ 
tiny,  proves  to  be  a  dairy,  and  affords,  under  the  imposing  cover  of 
antiquity,  skimmed  milk,  curds,  and  whipped  syllabub. 

The  Reviewer  discovers  that  Mechanism  is  the  character  of  the  age, 
and  that  men  are  deplorably  addicted  to  the  study  of  adapting  means 
to  ends.  He  remarks,  that  **  With  individuals  natural  strength  avails 
htde.  No  individual  now  hopes  to  accompf’sh  the  poorest  enterprize 
single-handed,  and  without  mechanical  aids  he  must  make  interest 
with  some  existing  corporation,  and  till  his  held  with  their  oxen.  In 
days,  more  emphatically  than  ever,  *  to  live,  signifies  to  unite 
h  a  party,  to  make  one.’  **  Is  it  possible  that  the  first  sage  of  the 
inburgh  JieviewcAn  fail  to  perceive,  in  the  circumstance  he  describes, 
necessary  consequence  of  the  advances  of  society  in  numbers  and 
iviliLAtion  ?  As  men  get  into  masses,  the  influence  of  the  individual 
comes  a  lower  fraction  of  the  total  amount  of  power.  As  the  force 
society  capable  of  opposing  him  grows  upon  the  individual,  arises 
necessity  of  borrowing  a  portion  of  it  for  the  accomplishment  of 
purposes.  The  effect  of  civilization  is  numerically  to  increase  the 
siituent  parts  of  power,  and  as  masses  before  inert  are  quickened 
ith  intelligence,  and  move  on  to  their  degrees  of  influence,  individual 
)wer  undergoes  a  proportionate  diminution  of  effect. 

A  kiudreil  error  of  inadvertence  lurks  in  the  following  observation : 

*  It  is  certain  that  in  former  times  the  wise  men,  the  enlightened  lovers 
tlieir  kind,  who  ap|)carcd  generally  as  nioralistU,  poeU,  or  priests,  did, 
^ut  neglecting  the  mechanical  province,  deal  chiefly  with  the  dynanii- 
I  spplying  themselves  chiefly  to  regulate,  increase,  and  purify  the 
»rd  primary  powers  of  man,  and  fancying  that  herein  lay  the  main 
'ullj  and  the  best  service  they  could  undertake.  But  a  wide  diSerenoc 
■vnifest  in  our  age.  For  the  wise  men,  who  now  appear  as  political 
bwphars, deal  exclusively  with  the  mechanical  province;  and,  occupy- 
tkemseives  in  counting  up  and  estimating  men’s  motives,  strive,  by 
*ous  checking  and  balancing,  and  other  adjuslmunta  of  profit  and  loss, 
fuide  them  to  their  true  advantage.* 

^hen  sages  taught  disciples,  they  could  recommend  virtue  by  its 
docile  and  attentive  minds  to  work  upon,  and 
W  train  them  according  to  any  niode  of  moral  cultivation.  In 
modern  times,  too,  while  knowledge  was  confined  to  narrow 
the  better  susceptibilities  might  be  safely  addressed ;  but  as  the 
of  instruction  extends,  and  cutnprehends  masses  which  it  can 
I  Nightly  touch,  another  method  becomea  necessary.  The  multi- 
^  IS  not  to  be  taught  like  a  school.  They  have  not  leisure  for  a 
*ation  of  refiiiemeiit,  and  if  a  few  principles,  intelligible  to  plain 
“*Undings  and  promotive  of  morality,  are  rendfred  familiar  to 
_  M  much  good  as  is  commonly  practicable  is  obtained.  Accord- 
desired  dynamic  s^yaiein*  of  the  lleviewtr,  it  might  be  btHter 
^nd  of  a  cobler  than  to  direct  his  vulgar  propensities,

We  have  repeatedly  expressed  our  regret  at  the  defici'incy  of  moral 
instruction  in  the  education  of  the  industrious  datset ;  but  the  moral 
instruction  we  desire  to  be  extended  to  them  would  consist  of  the 
exposition  of  principles  immediately  applicable  to  the  buitnesa  of  life. 
We  cannot  **  purify**  them ;  we  cannot  make  poets  or  enthusiasts  of 
them,  as  the  Reviewer  would  seem  to  propose ;  but  by  the  aid  of 
Reason,  their  natural  propensities  may  be  turned  to  good  account. 

The  writer  in  the  Edinburgh  may  object,  that  his  remarks  were  not 
intended  to  apply  to  the  moral  instruction  of  the  multitude ;  but  the 
scheme  of  moral  instruction  must  always  be  adapted  to  the  mass 
which  is  ultimately  sought  to  be  affected  by  it. 

The  Reviewer  observes,  that  substantial  objects  have  had  small  part 
in  the  great  movements  of  the  world ;  and,  considering  the  effect  of 
most  of  the  pursuits  of  phantoms,  is  it  to  be  lamented  that  a  more^ 
material  view  of  things  is  obtaining  the  force  of  habit? 

*  Cause  and  effect,*  he  laments,  *  is  almost  the  only  category  undoe 
which  we  look  at  and  work  with  all  nature.  Odr  first  question  wilil 
regam  to  any  object  is,  not  What  is  ii  ?  but  How  it  it  I  We  are  no  longer 
instinctively  driven  to  apprehend  and  lay  to  heart  what  is  Good  and  Lovely 
but  rather  to  inquire,  at  on-lookers,  how  it  is  produced,  whence  ii  eomes^ 
whither  it  goes  }* 

Had  Newton  been  a  man  affer  the  Reviewer’s  heart,  when  ibw 
apple  fell  on  his  head  he  would  have  asked,  not  “  How  it  ilt*^  but 
“  What  is  it?’*  and  his  understanding  responding,  an  apple,  hewouldi 
have  next  considered  the  goodness  of  its  quality,  and  probably  ale  it, 
instead  of  digesting  the  doctrine  of  gravitation. 

When  men  prefer  the  inquiry  of  **  How  is  it,**  to  **  What  is  it,** 
we  have  a  sign  of  their  feeling  the  limits  of  their  understandings  in  out- 
direction,  and  the  capacity  of  them  in  another.  We  can  but  trace  and* 
analyse ;  and  when  we  have  discerned  connexions  or  made  separations^ 
and  reduced  things  to  their  simplicities,  there  is  an  end  of  out 
knowledge.  '  ./ 

Through  twenty  pages  the  Review  runs  over  precisely  tboiu^  toplce 
of  lamentation  which  SouriiEY  would,  in  the  same  strain  of  senti* 
mental  rhetoric,  have  delighted  to  bewail.  But  at  his  laet  page  hut 
one,  he,  or  the  ^itor  for  him,  thinks  it  necessary  to  season  ifoe  matter 
with  some  slang  of  liberality,  which  is  conveyed  in  taro  Knes  of  com¬ 
fort,  touching  the  advantage  of  opening  the  eyes  of  the  humblest  by 
knowledge  and  education.  The  consistent  writer  competes  an  article 
in  condemnation  of  the  character  of  the  prevailing  knowledge  and* 
education,  and  rejoices  that  the  people  are  obtaining  a  larger  share  oC 
them ! 

He  winds  up  all  with  the  noodle’s  favourite  common-place 

*  To  reform  a  world,  to  reform  a  nation,  no  wise  man  will  undartaka  t 
and  all  but  foolish  men  know  that  the  only  solid,  though  a  far  slower 
reformation,  is  what  each  hegim  and  perfeeti  on  kitnseif,* 

The  reformation  of  each  on  himself  is  indeed  so  very  slow  as  to  h*t 
unachievable.  It  is  the  best  of  all  reformations,  subject  to  the  one  objec¬ 
tion  only  of  impracticability.  Common  distrust  perpetuxies  commoit 
improbity.  A  man  might  reform  himself,  if  he  were  assured  that  his 
right  and  left  neighbour  were  self-reforming  also ;  but  his  arg umerit 
is,  **  Why  should  I  renounce  advantages  which  others  will  take  of  me  t 
Why  should  I  refuse  the  bribe,  and  suffer  the  persecution  of  power, 
while  the  corrupt  flourish,  profit  by  my  surrender,  and  scoff  at  my 
scruples?”  The  same  cause  which  makes  men,  brave  individually, 
fly  in  mobs,  makes  even  the  well-disposed  rogues  of  custom  in  the 
world.  Haxards  ai;^  sacrifices  must  be  mutual,  or  rare  indeed  if  the 
virtue  to  render  them. 

An  anecdote  may  illustrate  the  position.  The  monkeya  in  Baeter 
’Change  used  lo  t>e  oonfined  in  a  line  of  narrow  cagee,  each  of  which 
had  a  pan  in  the  oentre  of  its  front  for  the  tenant's  fo^.  Chancing 
to  be  present  one  evening  at  supper-time,  we  observe<l  that,  when  all 
the  monkeys  were  supplied  with  their  messes,  scirci  ly  any  one  of 
them  ate  of  his  own  pan.  Each  thrust  his  arm  through  the  bars,  aud 
robbed  his  right  or  left  hand  neighbfiiir.  Half  what  was  so  seized  was. 
spilt  and  lost  in  the  conveyance,  and  while  one  munktqf  was  so  unpm- 
fitably  engaged  in  plundering,  his  own  p.in  was  ex|)osed  to  limilar 
depredation.  Tlie  mingle<]  knavery  and  absurdity  was  shodtingly* 
human.  Had  a  Monkey  Reviewer,  however,  admonished  the  tribe  of 
rite  aggregale  of  loss  to  the  simial  atomach,  and  befeected  tbefUKo  ^ 
commence  the  reform  of  hofiesty  each  on  himself,  what  monkey  woefd 
have  had  sufficient  reliance  on  his  iit  ighbour'i  virtue  to  commeocij^p^?

At  the  Cork  Meeting  for  the  Reformaiion  of  the  Ciiafcli  of  Englkod^ 
de^red— 

*  He  was  aware  that  the  measures  which  would  be  then  deteroitiied 
and  references  made  to,  in  regard  io  the  Church,  would  be  the  cau^  of 
^adn^  to'  those  people  caRed  ftadicals ;  for  they  must  feel  greatfy  ^ra« 
tified  at  what  may  drop  at  the  Meeting,  constituted  as  It  was,  to  the  disad* 
vantage  or  discredit  of  the  Ministers  m  the  Church  of  EnglaM.* 

In  whit  part  of  the  religion  for  whieh  Lord  Mounthashel  feels  so 
profound  St  zeal  does  he  learn  to  step  out  of  his  path  to  offer  offence, 
or  to  impute  the  worse  motiVeSyWhen  a  national  eharity  might  Suppose 
,the  better?  What  reason  had  his  Lordship  for  implying  **^the  people 
,  called  Radicals”  to  be  demoniacal  ?  Why  should  he  assume  that  the 
failings  of  a  class  of  men  must  afford  them  a  malignant  gratification  ? 
ts  it  becoming  tb  excite  ill-will  by  describing,  in  these  dark  colours,  a 
body  of  persons  whose  motives  and  feelings  may  be  as  just  as  his 
.  Lordships?  The  Radicals  have  complained  of  the  Clerical  Adminis¬ 
tration?  Lord  Mountcashel  shows  that  their  complaints  have  had 
ample  foundation,  and  irhv  should  he  suppose  that  the  evidence  in 
corroboration  wouW  futnisn  any  other  sort  of  gratification  than  the 
eatisfaction  afistng  from  the  triumph  of  truth  ?  If  Lord  Mountcashel 
had  ftmnd  the  charges  of  the  Raaicals  against  the  Clergy  at  Variance 
sVith  facts,  he  might,  severely  judging,  have  attributed  them  to  the 
Invention  of  rbalignity ;  but  when  he  nimself  bears  evidence  in  support 
of  their*  general  justice,  wg  see  not  what  reasonable  pretext  he  has  for 
allying  them  with  a  bad  spirit.  Had  our  case  failed  in  the  proof, 
charity  w6uld  have  referred  the  misstatement  to  the  errors  of  the 
understanding  rather  than  to  corruption  of  heart;  but  as  it  is  esta¬ 
blished,  justice  thonld  ascribe  its  agitation  to  the  praiseworthy  desire 
tof  rem^ying  an  enormous  abuse.  It  is  a  most  ungracious  bearing  in 
Lord  Mountcashel  to  take  all  excellent  motives  to  himself,  and  attri¬ 
bute  the  wont  sentiments  to  those  who  have  preceded  him  in  the 
llbouh 

Surely  it  is  one  thing  to  be  gratified  at  miscondnet,  and  anothe?  to 
be  pleased  at  the  exposure  of  it  for  the  promotion  of  the  remedy.  The 
Sfit  is  the  sentiment  of  a  fiend ;  the  second  the  satisfaction  allowable 
to  justice. 

The  articlei  exhibited  by  Lord  Mountcashel  against  the  Clergy 
embody  all  the  aoctuations  preferred  by  **  the  people  called  Radicals,*' 
and  fall  in  no  degree  short  of  them  in  asperity  of  representation.  We 
shall  bring  a  few  instances  under  heads.  His  Lordship  says  of

*  The  appointment  to  a  BUhoprio  in  tbit  eouatry  wat  generally  the 
fciult  of  political  motives.  The  Minister  of  the  day  hat  hit  projects  to  be 
aupported,  and,  looking  round  him,  he  telectt  the  inau  pottested  of  the 
greater  portion  of  Parliamentary  interest^  to  whom  be  says — Do  you 
support  me  in  the  House  of  Commons  with  your  Parliamentary  interest, 
and  1  shall  give  you  the  investment  qf  the  next  vacant  Bishopric.'*  The 
bargain  is  straok,  and  a  man  possessed  o/  as  little  talents  as  piety ^  and 
I.BSS  or  MOaALS,  is  selected  as  the  Bishop.*

^  What  sort  of  men  did  this  politiotny-selected  Bishop  appoint  as  Rectors 
god  yic^rs  ?

VThefB  WM  toe  much  of  pride  amongst  the  Clergy— ^ome  of  them  were 
anpcreiliaus,  and  such  a  characteristic  was  in  perfect  non-conformity  to 
tho  iaairuciioDs  laU  down  by  Hi  Paul,  in  his  Epistle  leTMmthy,  ob  the 
duties  of  Paaiert..  ^od  forbid  ihai  ba  obeuld  be  BadoMlood  awwial^g  any 
individuid  reference.  Ny,  do|  ha  was  above  such  feeliegs;  aad  the 
grdnnd  ^  accasation  leirt,  unfortunately^  of  too  general  a  ckmraeter  to 
need  it.  The  Clergy  were,  he  deeply  regretted  to  say,  ig  general,  too 
griping  and  covetous,  fTwas  a  markad  violation  of  Umir  satted  office ) 
iflBtead  of  being  patterns  for  disinterested  disregard  of  tba  world’s  advaa- 
tagca  aad  the  world's  wealth,  they  too  frequently  manifested  a  mors  than

A  fairer  division  of  labour,  and  appropriation  of  reward  '  il. 
object  which  the  Mountcashel  Church  Reformers  have  in  view  **  if 
Lordship  finds  it  aroifs  that  Manchester  and  other  large  towns  ibo^ 
have  only  their  two  or  three  resident  Clergymen,  and  he  doessM 
seem  to  think  the  sight  of  the  Bishops*  Kverr^s  in  one  place  a  comne^ 
sstiofi  for  the  absence  of  spiritnil  care  m  another.  There  aie 
however,  who  esteem  the  purple  of  far  more  importance  thttfol 
black,  and  who  would  see  in  the  Bishop’s  pampered  horses  a  hwher 
office  than  belongs  to  a  starved  Curate.  Any  given  Bishop's  equipa« 
would  handsomely  maintain  a  country  Parson ;  but  because  the 
page  is  more  essential  to  religion  than  the  Parson,  the  mose^  b 

appropriated  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Coach  and  Horses  iiuiesd  of 

the  support  of  a  Priest.  The  Bishop's  coachman  is  as  well  paid,  aad 
for  better  clothed  and  fed  than  many  a  Welch  Curate,  and  why?^ 
course,  as  ail  that  is  is  right,  because  he  is  of  more  account  viik 
regard  to  the  good  of  the  Church.  A  Bishop  must  have  a  coachmao 
but  a  Curate  need  not  have  cheese  to  his  bread.  In  its  youth  ds 
Christian  Religion  could  walk  barefoot,  but  in  its  old  age,  in  Hi 
eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-ninth  year,  it  needs  a  carriage.  Hsstt  I 
the  state  of  Bishops.  The  Morning  Chromrle^  not  perceiving  bf 
instant  connexion  between  the  grandeur  and  luxury  of  Bishops  a&d 
the  wellfare  of  Religion,*  recommends  them  to  throw  up  tlieir  lirinp 
held  in  Commendam,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Reformation,  sod  H 
remarks,  by  way  of  stimulus,  that  when  Lord  Camden  relinquished  ks 
great  sinecure,  "he  had  no  imitators;  but  Sinecurist^  are  not  DiviDes.” 
According  to  Lord  Mountcashel,  Divines  are  very  commonly  Sine- 


curists ;  they  enjoy  the  une-cure  of  souls. 

Lord  Mounteashel's  dissatisfaction  with  the  Clergy  is  all  referahk 


to  his  zeal  for  the  Church,  thus  set  forth  in  his  first  Resolution:— 

'  *  That  we  consider  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  England  isd 
Ireland,  as  by  law  established,  to  be  the  greatest  national  blessing  wkiil 
it  has  pleased  the  Almighty  to  bestow  U|K>n  these  kingdoms ;  it 
through  the  Divine  favour,  preserved  amongst  us  the  pure  doctrines  rffo 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ;  and,  by  its  catholic  and  tolerant  spirit,  iheliwr* 
ties  of  the  nation  have  been  mainly  upheld.* 

The  composition  is  curious.  First,  we  have  the  Church  wtaWiAri 
by  Law,  and  next,  bestowed  by  the  Almighty.  Let  us  inquire,  r4 
all  humility,  whether  the  Statutes  at  Large  are  to  be  conside^  aitw 
gifts  of  Providence,  and  if  not,  by  what  tokens  the  hand  of  * 
to  be  marked  in  Legislative  enactments.

^Jbidthe  time  ever  to  come  when  English  electors  would  be  ashamed 
io  deliver  their  votes  openly  at  the  poll.  We  do  not  pretend  to  be 
jjjjct  as  to  the  words,  but  the  cant  was  to  that  effect,  and  of  course  so 
icoeptable  as  to  be  loudly  cheered  from  all  parts  of  the  House.  If 
ire  si«eoC4;reatly  miiSaken,  the  characteristic  Joteph-‘Stirfaoe~%(ini\men\ 
otteted  on  oecankm  of  one  of  the  debates  on  the  East  Retfoid 
qaeiition,  when  the  Home  Secretary  was  labouring,  per  fm  et  nc^iu,  to 
^tey  the  Borough  interest  to  the  Duke  Of  Newcastle.  All  Mr 
fVfi's  bad  practices  recoil  in  a  remarkable  manner  upon  him,  and  in 
sddition  to  other  instances  on  which  we  have  before  comment^  (such 
IS  his  recommending  himself  by  his  bigotry  to  Oxford,  and  so  ousting 
Cssniug,  and  ultimately  being  himself  ousted  by  bigotry  and  Inglis 
19  return),  we  now  see  that  very  Duke  of  Newcastle  affording  a  strik- 
example  of  the  nonsense  of  the  elap-trap  cant  uttered  in  hie 
bihalf. 

The*  Duke  is  punishing  by  ejectment,  and  doubtless  by  ail  other 
•etnt  in  his  power,  those  voters  who  acted  in  opposition  to  his  will 
St  the  Hite  Newark  election. 

It  has  been  correctly  observed  by  the  Times  and  the  Globe,  that  i 
iotimidation  is  an  evil  as  much  to  be  prohibited  as  corruption,  and  that 
punishing  an  elector  for  his  exercise  of  the  franchise  is,  in  eti«<^  as  * 
great  an  offence  against  Parliament  as  bribery ;  for  the  punishment ' 
produces  the  subserviency  to  be  avoided,  whether  arising  from  venality 
er  terror.  An  independent  use  of  the  right,  unbiassed  by  any  motive 
isragn  to  the  merits  of  the  oandidate,^  is  that  which  is  desired.  Car- 
npfioA  is,  however,  kviown  to  be  extremely  difficult  ef  legal  proof ; 
mid  the  method  of  examide  after  the  act  of  disobedi- 

Sfw,  acting  hi  fcrrorewi,— would  be  sHH  more  bard  of  detection. 
But  while  ffie  offences  are  so  difficult  of  apprehension,  the  prevention 
b  easy  and  certain.  The  balloting-box  defies  all  the  acts  of  intimida- 
ion,  and  baffles  bribery.  A  sentiment  alone  resists  the  improvement — 
aieotiment  that  it  is  a  fine  thing  to  leave  virtue  to  surmount  tempta¬ 
tion  or  fear,  and  to  suffer  all  for  conscience-sake.  This  talk  is  won- 
h'lfully  excellent  in  schoolboy  themes,  or  Parliamentary  speeches ; 
Mt  it  is  sad  in  practice  either  to  abandon  virtue  to  temptations  or 
mnishneiits  for  its  constancy.  We  are  not,  however,  to  lodt  only  to 
he  ef!^  on  the  individual ;  it  is  desired  that  the  elective  right  should 
)€  exercised  free  from  the  influence  of  temptation  or  fear;  and  by  the 
allot  only  can  those  conditions  be  secured.  It  is  doe  to  the  timid 
ind  the  weak  to  give  them  this  comforting  shelter,  and  it  is  politic  to 
(pare  virtue  unnecessary  trials.  When  men  are  invested  with  politi- 
al  rights,  they  should  be  fenced  in  with  all  possible  securities  for  the 
lercise  of  them.  We  approved  of  the  abolition  of  the  forty-shilling 
ranchise  in  Irdand,  because,  after  the  dissolution  of  the  Catholic 
Lnociatioo,  we  saw  nothing  between  virtue  and  min.  The  ballot- 
isg-hox  would  have  enabled  those  men  to  elude  the  wrath  of  their 
uidlords,  and  given  another  character  to  the  question  of  their  dis- 
iocbisenent.  ■— n,.,  ,

The  customary  loyal  eompUment  of  *‘God  save  the  King,”  wat 
encored,  it  is  to  t>e  ptpesumed  because  H  was  iU  sung— smd  more 
vilely  we  never  heard  it,  with  the  exception  of  the  verse  allotted  to  Mies 
Bbtts,  who  by  the  way,  was  within  an  ace  of  catching  the  infcetioos 
the  singer  in  white  satin  and  fhathers  who  preceded  her,  displayed, 
the  most  satisfactory  sample  imaginable  of  frivolity,  conceit,  and  igtio* 
ranee  fffthe  character  df  the  mutic  she  was  singing.  They  who  sang 
the  verse  in  duet  were  scarcely  fit  to  be  heard  in  the  club-room  of  a 

friendly  society.” 

Tills  affair  was  succeeded  by  tlie  tragedy  of  Hmukt ;  the  heiro  of  the 
piece  being  personated  by  Mr  Yovne;  and  to  our  feeling  a  roost 
unsatisfactory  personation  it  is  of  that  wonderful  compound  of  filial 
piety,  indecision,  and  philosopbical  abstraction.  The  prevailing  opi¬ 
nion  of  the  character  of  Hamlet  is,  that  he  is  a  melancholy  'young 
prince  whose  **  cue**  is  to  be  as  staid  and  measured  as  a  funeral  profes¬ 
sion,  and  as  gloomy  as  a  hearse :  an  attentive  perusal  of  the  text  should 
convince  any  one  that  this  is  a  mistake,  many  examples  In  corrobo¬ 
ration  of  wliich  (time  and  space  serving)  might  quoted.  iDie 
impresaioB  we  have  noticed,  originated  most  probably  in  the  atfiqg 
commentary  whkh  for  so  long  a  period,  and  to  frequently,  has  beta 
placed  befbre  the  public;  and  these  circumstances  conjoined,  have 
induced  that  partiality  fer  the  see^w  parsonic  deohnttstion  of  Mr 
Youko  :  Tor  of  a  truth  his  dialogue,  his  set  speeches,  and  his  aolilo- 
qutes,  were  almost  all  pitched  in  the  same  key  ;  and  the  Knet  awing 
to  and  fro  in  his  mouth  with  the  wearying  monotony  of  a  pehduluro. 
His  countenance  too  is  in  perfect  keeping  with  the  patl-llke  uniformity 
of  bis  elocution  :  whether  he  be  smiloquisiug  upon  death  and  eter¬ 
nity ;  or  pinking  old  Polonius  with  hit  sarcasms;  or  pouring  out  his 
hean'i  best  affemions  into  the  bosom  of  his  dear  friend  Horatio  j  or 
instructing  the  player  previously  to  the  perfbnnance  of  his  lines ;  or 
apologizing  to  Laertes ;  all  are  delivered  as  it  were  feom  a  reading- 
desk,  and  with  the  conventional  inflexibility  of  countenance  which  is 
.supposed  to  add  to  the  decorum  of  that  station.  Did  wwnot  dtim 
the  privilege  of  expressing  our  opinion  thus  freely,  the  bttrty  and 
honest  tributes  we  have  upon  other  occasions  borne  to  the  talents  of 
Mr  Youvg  would  be  our  ample  warrants  in  the  present  instance. 

Mr  Cooper,  to  his  credit,  undertook  what  is  considered  the  infe¬ 
rior  part  of  the  Ghost  of  Hamlet’s  iaiheri  and  it  is  gratifying  to  us  to 
he  able  to  say,  that  we  never  saw  or  heard  the  oharncter  better  per¬ 
formed.  Hti  step  was  rapid  on  his  entranee  and  exitf  so  that  he  na 
it  were  gave  the  fullest  effect  possible  to  the  suddenness  n  Well  ns 
omnipresence  of  an  apparition.  His  declamation  alto  was  one  of  the 
most  perfect. specimens  of  Its  kind  we  ever  heard:  it  was  clear, 
solemn,  affectionate,  dignified,  and  as  deep-toned  as  a  cathedral  bell : 
one  could  almost  fancy  the  tones  to  proceed  from  a  spacious  vault : 
and,  old  stagers  as  we  are,  the  effect  of  his  voice  in  the  word  swear  !'* 
tlirilled  us  at  by  a  supernatural  visitation.

Ladies  and  OentlSvbv, 

As  it  has  been  asserted  in  the  olden  time,  that  ^  There  is  nothing  new 
under  the  sun,**  it  cannot  be  expected  that,  in  an  annual  Farewell 
Address,  much,  even  in  the  shape  of  novelty,  can  be  attempted.  The 
customary  language  of  gratitude  for  past  favours,  and  promises  of  exertion 
to  merit  them  in  future,  has  long  since  been  •exhausted  by  reiteration,  and 
the  best  remaining  eonrse  on  these  occasions  is  to  study  the  utmost  brevity 
in  our  acknowledgments  and  adieus.

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A*  whcre^many  of  the  numerous  figures  are  extremely 

^l^niWD,  graceful,  and  in  the  happiest  and  most  natural  attitudes. 
This,  howercr,  by  the  way — the  article  to  which  we  wish  to  call  the 
•neatioa  of  our  readers  is  an  express  notice  of  Mr  Martin,  in  which  the 
writer  enters  at  considerable  length  into  the  causes  that  hare  led  to  his 
extiaerdina^  popularity,— examines  what  it  is  which  has  mado  him 
oM  of  the  most  original  painters  of  this  or  any  other  age,— and,  at  the 
yp—  time,  like  a  ^st  and  useful  critic,  points  out  his  deficiencies  and 
eoBuaeats  upon  his  |>eeuHarities,  in  a  frank,  candid,  and  discriminating 
— jfotne  15  or  16  years  ago,  at  a  time  when  Mr  Martin's  name  was 
not  known  In  Art — before  his  masterly  historical  engrarings  attracted 
guen  at  every  print-shop,  took  their  place  in  our  portfolios,  and  adorned 
ibe  Wills  of  our  homes, — long  before  his  reputation  had  reached  the  cars, 
ssd  his  performances  had  delighted  tho  eyes  of  foreign  Potentates,  who,  in 
iraersss  acknowledgment,  present  him  with  chased  snufT-boxes,  golden 
iwdali,  and  diamond  rings — at  that  distant  period,  we  say,  on  seeing  one 
of  the  earliest  paintings  of  the  Artist,— that  of  Sadae  searching  for  the 
fftters  •/  Oblivion^  exhibited  at  Somerset  house, — we  were  most  forcibly 
struck  with  the  energy  and  originality  displayed  by  the  unknown  painter, 
tsd  were  not  backward  in  awarding  to  him,  in  our  columns,  the  praise  to 
ubieh  he  seemed  to  us  so  deservedly  entitled.  We  have  been  told  that 
oar  humble  note  of  approbation  was  not  unheard  by  tho  Artist,  and  that  it 
rheered  him  on  his  painful  ascent  to  fame.  We  were  certainly  not 
dseeired  iu  our  estimate  of  his  |X)wers.  We  saw  with  pleasure  that  he 
aoDualiy  gained  on  the  general  esteem  ;  and  though  some  indiriduals  con* 
ited  his  claim  to  the  honours  he  was  reaping,  the  public,  ^et  so 
percrilical,  soon  took  him  under  its  protection,  and,  impressed  with  the 
sideurand  originality  of  one  of  his  larger  works,  actually  assumed  the 
iee  of  sponsor,  and  re-baptized  him  by  the  name  of  *  Belshazzar 
iiTiN.'  But  to  our  immediate  object :  As  a  portion  of  our  readers  may 
ol  see  the  Edinburgh  Revievo^  and  as  we  are  desirous  that  all  of  them 
ould  possess  some  knowledge  of  the  opinions  put  forth  in  that  eminent 
iroal  upon  an  Artist  whose  works  all  must  now  know,  and  more  or  less 
wire,  we  extract  from  its  pages  the  following  passages 
‘The  roost  unquestionable  evidence  of  a  superior  mind, — a  mind  whose 
wer  resides  within  itself,  and  is  not  borrowed  merely,  or  reflected  from 
bers^is  the  manifestation  of  that  faculty  which  has  been  termed  /nren- 
ioM.  i  Clever  men  have  ingeniously  imitated  the  manner  of  great 
plars;  but  to  produce  that  which  has  no  prototype,  and  which  other 
will  be  proud  to  imitate,  is  to  create ;  and  this  is  the  exertion  of  the 
rest  if  not  the  noblest  power  of  the  human  intellect.  It  need  scarcely 
said,  that  such  originality  as  consists  in  mere  oddness,  or  caprice,  or 
fretatioo,  cannot  be  admitted  as  invention,  which  deserves  the  name  only 
beo  it  produces  that  which  is  at  once  new,  beautiful,  great,  and  surpri* 
py.  The  posaesaion  of  this  high  faculty  we  claim  for  Mr  Martin,  almost 
iihont  a  doubt  of  universal  concurrence.'  If  his  subjects  are  not  all  such 
i  were  oerer  before  attempted,  they  are  unquestionably  treated  in  a 
saner  totally  different  from  that  of  any  preceding  master.  The  late 
ertble  President  of  the  Royal  Academy  was  among  the  first  to  perceive 
striking  originality  of  the  young  Artist's  genius,  and,  with  a  generous 
knau,  to  predict  the  splendour  of  bis  career.  It  may  safely  be  said, 
si  nothing  in  Mr  Martin's  w'orks  reminds  us  of  the  manner  of  any  earlier 
His  strength  is  bis  own,  as  well  as  his  weakness.  He  has  not 
pgiit  bis  light  by  reflection  from  any  other  glory,  neither  is  he  dark  in 
lalion  of  any  other  greatness  obscured.  His  subjects  and  manner 
prsk  original  power  and  native  impulses.  Tive  mechanical  processes 
which  the  pencil  produces  its  mimicry  of  form  and  texture,  ap{>ear  to 
-mhle  th(Me  of  no  other  painter.  His  earth,  his  skies,  his  foliage,  his 
•^ries,  his  architecture,  have  attributes  all  their  own. 

‘That  which  distinguishes  Mr  Martin  from  other  artists,  is  hit  power  of 
^(ingthe  vast,  the  magnificent,  the  terrible,  the  brilliant  tbe  obscure, 
iQperoatural,  and,  sometimes,  tho  beautiful.  These  are  great  and 
f  elements,  and  are  often  used  by  him  with  a  masterly  hand.  As  con- 
’*ed  with  those  excited  by  the  exquisite  works  of  the  President,  to  what 
do  they  not  address  themselves  !  In  awaking  to  them, 
lod  ourselves  suddenly  in  a  new  state  of  cxistenro.  No  painter 
^er,  like  Martin,  represented  the  immensity  of  space^none  like  him 
*^®^il*cture  so  sublime,  merely  through  its  vastness ;  no  painter,  like 
.  hti  sprvad'fbrih  tire  boundless  tatley,  or  piled  mountain  upon  moun- 
^the  skj»like  hiqi  has  none  made  light  pour  down  in  dazzling  floods 
heaven ;  and  none  has  tike  him  namted  the  “darkness  visible"  of  the 
deeps. 

Wiih  our  feelings  warmed,  and  onr  imaginations  expanded 
•••w  stbjcete,  We  are  comparatively  indifTerent  to  the  mecbanital 
^  by  wUoh  they  ara  effected.  If  bis  flesh  colouring  is  not 
thalaf  Btty,  —if  the  drawing  of  his  figures  Is  not  so  correct  as 
•*  •jewTsDae,— i#  his  toach  is  not  so  lender  as  that  of  Claude,  or  so 
^•wat  af  Salvator, — we  eaa  excuse  it,  became  he  excites  in  m  emo- 
far  aobicr  than  those  with  which  we  contemplate  the 
^  fsnewloa  ef  mechanical  skin.

"■■eais  af  4  painter,  are  unimportant  in  even  the  most  ideal  and 
ef  hie  weilw;  but  that,  an  etUmafed  with  their  value  in  humbler

^V***^*  •Wll  in  iesb-coloQring  ?  or  Lawrence,  with  as  much  imper- 
hbe  drawing  of  the  hauMn  figure  f  But  if,  to  bis  higher  powers 
*****i^  Martin  aoald  bring  tbe  full  nid  ef  tbese  nccomplisbnients, 
f  ^  ie  an  isoaleaUble  degree,  inercase  tbe  merit  of  bis 

Mitfia  «C  ait,  aad  tbebr  offset  «pea  erery  speetaior,  aid,  afi 
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a  ncceeeary  itosnit,  his  own  already  high  repuUtion.  That  their  oolouriaff 
and  pencilling  contribute  little  toward  the  stirring  effect  of  his  ptotUMU, 
is  sufficiently  proved  by  the  undtmiiiished,  if  net  indeed  inereaMd,  poansr 
of  his  dciigoa,  when  reduced  to  the  mere  black  and  while  of  meaaolialp 
priota.  The  emanations  of  miod  semu  tu  como  upon  as  with  a  eeveffer 
grandeur  from  being  more  divested  of  mechanical  atUuQCta,  Tlie;spirit  at 
the  conception  appears  to  bare  cast  off  a  portion  ou  the  clay  by  whii^  it 
must  be  rendered  visible  to  a  material  eye. 

‘  Mr  Martin's  admitted  peculiarity  of  pencilling  has  been  la  some  per* 
sons  so  offensive,  that  they  have  lauf^ted  at  the  Igaorance  of  his  admirers. 
Yet  those  very  objectors  have  been  loud  in  their  praises  of  his  engravings. 
But  the  chief  matter, — all  that  stirs  great  emoiione  withia  us,— ia  nearly 
the  same  in  the  picture  which  they  revile,  and  in  the  priat  which  Ihej 
admire;  aad  they  thus  tacitly  acknowledge  that  they  have  attended  more 
to  some  mere  imperfection  of  the  settings  than  to  the  preoious  jewel  which 
it  bound  in. 

*  But  if  we  feel  compelled  to  admit  Mr  Martia's  mediocrity  in  much  of 
that  which  is  almost  entirely  mechanical  in  bis  art,  there  ia  one  power 
that,  in  a  free  sense,  may  be  also  called  mechanieal,  which,  by  the  oon* 
fession,  we  believe,  of  all,  he  {tossesses  in  a  degree  superior  to  any  painter, 
living  or  dead— the  great  and  unprecedented  skill  which  bo  has  shown  in 
his  management  of  the  laws  of  perspective.  That  these  laws  are  to  be 
learned  without  difiiouUy  by  any  common  understanding,  is  not  unfre* 
quently  the  remark  of  men  who  have  themselves  shown  their  ignoranoe  of 
them.  These  persons  desire  to. insinuate,  that  effects  produced  by  the 
application  of  simple  mathematical  laws,  roust  have  in  them  something  of 
a  mechanical  nature  which  is  unworthy  the  attention,  or  the  use,  of  a  BMta 
of  genius ;— that  such  effects  are,  in  truth,  a  sort  of  trickery  in  art;  aod# 
far  from  being  worthy  of  admiration  for  their  difficulty  or  their  rarity,  aft 
to  be  accomplished  easily  by  any  man  who  thinks  the  attempt  worth  hit 
while,  and  not  derogatory  to  the  dignity  of  his  genius.  It  may  be  suffi¬ 
cient,  in  answer  to  this,  to  say,  that  the  laws  of  pcrspectivs  do  not  furnish 
Mr  Marlin  with  his  magnificent  conceptions ;  they  do  not  create  his  mouu* 
tains,  and  his  far  stretching  plains, — his  grand  array  of  battle,— hia 
“  cloud'cappcd  towers  and  gorgeous  palaces these  must  first  exist  in  tbe 
mind  of  the  painter;  and  the  laws  of  perspective  art  merely  the  means  by 
which  he  realises  them  to  the  eyes  of  othgri.'  .. 


DOGMAS  FOR  ARTISTS. 

No.  2 — Sir  Tiios.  LAwaaNcs. 

That. Sir  Thomas  Lawrence  is  the  first  portrait  painter  of  tbe  day,  ii 
with  tho  world  at  large  a  truism,  to  assert  which  subjects  the  speaks  to 
a  smile  of  wonder,  as  though  ho  had  observed  that  the  King  was  the  firet 
gentleman  in  tbe  kingdom.  To  dispute  sooh  an  axiom  would  be  too  much 
for  any  man's  reputation  as  a  writer,  or  hif  pretension  as  a  talker.  Sir 
Thomas  Lawrence,  then,  is  the  first  |>ortrait  painter  of  the  day, — President 
of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Art,  portrait  painter  to  the  King  and  all  the  Court 
party;  and  to  question  not  the  merit,  but  the  sufficiency  of  tbe  prcdueliona 
of  such  a  mao,  is  to  expose  yourself  to  a  general  shout  of  horror  and 
abuse,  or  a  vulgar  laugh,  according  as  the  case  may  be.  But  is  Sir 
Thomas  an  intellectual  painter  ?  “  An  intellectual  painter  I  why,  did  be 

not  paint  Mr  Southey,  and  has  he  not  painted  other  emiaent  geuiusea  ? 
Granted ;  and  it  is  on  the  ground  of  his  having  done  so,  that  the  quetiiaii 
is'proiMUoded.  Had  he  confined  himself  to  painting  the  Royal  Persoaafoe 
composiog  the  Holy  Alliance,  tbe  most  elegant  of  modern  statesmen,  the 
most  finished  of  modern  courtiers,  and  tbe  most  fashionable  of  madam 
peeresses-.-4be  /tits  of  thrones,  courts,  and  cabinets,  there  would  have 
been  no  ground  for  discussing  his  talent  for  doing  whal  ha  had  not 
atlempled.  He  might  have  continued  ta<pouriray  imbecile  Popaa  ao 
good-natured  old  women,  elderly  Sovereigns  as  majestic  Adonises,  kUot 
Monarehs  as  silly  Generalissimos,  affected  Gonntesses  at  insipid  beau* 
ties,  redeeming,  or  rather  neutraliziag,  unmeaning  fnets,  by  a  skilful 
hybrid  expression  of  simpering  oleganoa  or  pretty  oimpUcity;  giving 
evnneseence  to  iropertinenca  and  permananee  to  grace ;  aceoiapHshing,  ia 
fact,  wbai  the  clever  actress  does  when  personifying  an  amiabii  iaa  Uuift 
drest  in  smiles,  blushes,  and  dazzling  satin,  lightsd  up  wilhspnrkJIng  syt* 
and  diamonds,  or  relieved  by  the  sleeping  pearl  and  Inogniahmsnt  of 
beauty.  All  this  he  might  have  continued  to  do,  with  fresh  nooaosioa  of 
wealth,  aod  renewed  applauses  from  courtly  hands— fainer  oontplimentn 
from  royal  lips ;  but  to  paint  a  man  of  genius,  although  he  Lanraala,  in 
to  take  a  higher  station  on  the  pedestal  of  Art,  and  to  subjspi  hiaMN»lf  M  a 
wider  range  of  criticism.  Tho  Cannings,  Pe^  and  Cfoknrt,  **  nad  ameh 
small  deer,"  are  faces  with  just  as  much  intslligfnoo  nad  nharaetor  na  ffir 
Thomas  feels  happy  ia  delineating.  There  is  n  trembling  dnbitaliea  of 
iotelieot  hovering  over  tbsir  rtopectnble,  gentlenuinlihn  ooaotennnete, 
while  the  care  and  pomp  of  office  give  n  miagl^  air  ol  impnrinnon  aod 
sensitiveness,— of  isspertinenee  and  self-safficieocy,  to  tbe  head*  Tfhe 
“  ailsnl  Duka  "  ban  a  mask  that  ofia eaa  fail  to  hilt  ood  Car  aaptamioa, 
DO  one  can  fail  to  auee  it  ia  hie  iroo  features*  But  Lord  EMoa'a  phfffitf- 
noroy  presentad  more  mark  and  lihelihoed,  aitlu^h  not  of  Ihohigh^  Ofidaf 
of  iauUeete.  SirThemas  did  ool  do  hfan  the  jueiieo  which  ha  has  M  lha 
vigorous  abaraeisr  of  Hir  W.  Oraal's  fees.  How  would  Tiliaa  hat#  gifaa 
the  beeiU-brow  aad  tha  awag  ehia  of  the  kgal  aaplusi,  aad  taatr^ad 
Ibem  wiih  the  feeble  nose  and  iadecieivf  iMiuih  ;  while  Bir  Thamaa  haa

the  flower  to  fiourtray  thk  lamp  of  the  soul, — this  spark  of  immortality,  tfS 
it  livee  in  the  eye  and  illumines  and  animates  the  whole  oonotenance, 
thateonstitvtee  the  painter  of  intellect.  The  head  of  Ciorran  is  rij^roui 
and  effeetise,  but  not  sufficientlyi  mental  in  the  character  of  itr  expression, 
to  support  this  lofty  claim.  It  is  too  obripus,  and  strikes  you  at  first,  Imt 
doee  not  grow  upon  you,  as  does  the  expression  of  Titian's  faces,  who  of 
all  painters  is  the  painter  of  intellect.  There  can  no  higher  compHipent 
be  paid  to  Sir  I'homas,  than  to  compare,  bun  with  the  Shakspeafe  of 
painters.  Vandyke  and  Velasques  and  Sir  Joshua  were,  the  Lawrences 
oftheir  day ;  and  their  princely  portraits  were  instinct  with  grace,  spirit, 
and  gentility.  All  the  majesty  of  human  nature  Is  gathered  Up  iti  the 
mighty  portraits  of  the  Emperor  Otho  and  others,  by  Titian.  Giorgione's 
heads  are  crowned  with  the  plenitude  of  physical  grandeur,  and  look 
most  lion  like,  with  bronsed  hue  and  sarage  spirit:  but  the  soul,  the 
mind,  are  read  in  the  inscrutable  eyes  and  subtle  sense  of  Titian's  faces 
only. ,  Rembrandt's  faithful  personifications,  and  Holbein's  qnaint  effigies, 
bear  on  them  the  stamp  of  truth,  though  in  opposite  ways.  Raphael  and 
Rnbens  were  not  portrait- painters  par  excellence.  The  Lelys  and 
Kneilers  are  past  to  the  refuge  of  inanity  and  affbciation.

But  who  would  grudge  eight  hundred  guineas,  if  he  had  them,  to  be 
immortalized  by  genius,,  and  enshrined  in  the  history  of  art  by  transcen- 
daut  skill ;  his  person  and  character  represented  by  the  most  delicate, 
graceful,  and  permanent  of  flatterers,  without  the  vulgarity  of  a  lying 
epitaph,  or  the  severity  of  a  true  character?  It  is  well  for  Kings  and 
Nobles  to  have  diis  rare  advantage,  since  history  will  be  busy  with  the 
character  of  the  one,  and  oblivion  with  the  other,  unless  the  latter 
should  chance  tp  be,  “  damn'd  to  everlasting  fame." '  In  the  mean  time, 
men  of  genius  must  %)nsent  to  be  immortal  only  in  their  works,  for  Sir 
Thomas  cannot  do  heaped  justice  to  all ;  or  they  must  sit  to  Mr  Jackson 
and  Mr  Piokersgill,  for  Sir  Thomas  is  a  courtier,  and  might  hesitate  to 
commit  his  reputation  for  grace  and  elegance,  by  pourtraying  the  wild 
vriRdlBsss  of  genius,  as  it  shoots  across  the  face  of  Mr  Hazlitt,  or  gleams 
in  the  luminous  countenance  of  the  Sybil  Coleridge.*  Mr  Lamb  should 
sii  to  Jackson— Mr  Hozlitt  to  -himself !

A  Report  from  Dr  Qooeh  to  the  Lord  Chancelldf  Whf  fhlff,  tTTWTlTWl  W 
informs  hit  Lordship  that  he  visited  Mr  Jervis  on  the  Mch  Feb.  at 
Teddiagtcm,  and  found  him  la  a  state  of  mind  soaraely  eapable  of  otterlnw 
one  sentence  collectedly.  Hr  J.  wanted  at  first  to  drive  him  out  of  the 
room.  When  paeified,  he  told  him  that  he  wna  riot  the  ton  of  Lord  SB 
yineenc,  bat  the  son  of  hi*  present  Majesty  by  Lndy  RKaaheth  Lambert, 
and  that  hie  brothers  were  children  by  the  same  parents  t  (hat  he  wBhed 
to  go  to  Warwick  Castle,  escorted  by  n  reglaseni  of  eavalry  afnd  n  number  ' 
uf  Mntlemen,  among  whom  he  nam^  Sir  J.  Scarlett,  Messrs  Cobbetl  and 
H.  Hunt,  iheir  tons,  &c.  Mr  Jervis  wrote  several  letters,  one  written  all 
in  capital  letters,  directed  to  the  King,  the  Duke  of  Clatence,  Lord  9t 
Vincent  his  father,  and  brothers,  in  whioh  he  challenged  them  to  sii^tf 
oombat  on  Wimbledon  Common.  Dr  Gk>och  was  clearly  of  opinion,  tngt* 
Mr  Jervis  was  a  decided  lunatic,  totally  incapable  of  taking  cafe  of  his 
own  affairs,  or  even  of  his  person.  He  was  always,  be  says,  a  man  ef 
ieeble  understanding,  but  went  into  company,  and  played  at  cards  not 
Imdiy,  till  the  beginning  ef  February,  when  lie  became  tutklenly  excited, 
talking  and  laughing  rngch  more  than  usual,  and  left  his  house. 

Mr  PuiLLiDORB  (one  of  the  Commissioners)  required  that  the  allegetl 
lunatic  should  be  brought  forward  and  examined.  , 

After  some  time,  the  Commissioners,  Jury,  and  Connsel,  retired  to  a 
private  room  to  examine  Mr  Jervis,  who  had  just  arrived  from  his  place  of 
confinement.  The  examination  lasted  fbr  half  an  hour.  On  their  retprn, 
Mr  Knight  said,  it  was  his  duty  to  call  some  of  Mr  Jervis’s  friends  to 
speak  to  hui  habits  and  state  of  mind,  and  he  therefore  suggested  that  the 
ease  should  bo  adjourned  till  the  next  day.**— This  was  ageed  to. 

Op  Thursday  morning  the  Commissioners  and  Jury  resumed  the  Inquiry.  ' 
when  Mr  Knight  addressed  them  on  the  part  of  Mr  Jervis,  and  contendea  ^ 
that  though  that  gentleman  had  been  of  an  unsound  mind,  hb  was  not  now 
labouring  under  that  dreadful  malady.  He  said  that  Mr  Jervis’s  education 
bad  been  neglected,  as  his  father,  the  brother  of  the  £reat  Earl  Et  Vinceht, 
cqjoycd  at  the  time  a  very  moderate  fortune,  and  had  placed  him  in  tht 
Davy.  He  lefr  the  service,  and  married  an  amiable  and  sensible  lady  of 
good  fortune ;  and  it  was  no  wonder  that  her  death  had  de|iressed  both  hi* 
body  and  mind,  as  he  was  much  attached  to  her.  Mr  Knight  made  various 
remarks  on  the  evidence  adduced  in  support  of  the  alleged  unsotindnesi  of 
mind  of  Mr  Jervis ;  and  maintained  that  his  sudden  introduction  before  tho 
Jury  yesterday,  in  a  crowded  room,  after  being  hurried  from  Teildingtop, 
pas  fufficlent  to  have  alarmed  persons  of  stronger  intellects.  Mr  Kbight 
concluded  by  saying  that  ho  shbuld  not  call  any  witnesses,  though  he  had 
at  first  intended  to  do  so.  ^ 

The  Jury  having  expressed  a  desire  to  see  Mr  Jerviv  again,  the  with 
was  arfeedod  to.— After  this  re-examination, 

Mr  Phillimorb,  the  Chief  Commissionef,  summed  up  the  evidence,  ai|d 
lold  the  Jury  that  ho  was  much  surprised  at  the  manner  Mr  Jervis  bad 
apswered  many  of  the  question*  put  to  him ;  but  still,  if  the  answers  wero 
carefully  examined,  they  would  appear  rather  unsatlstactory.  He  had 
accounted  for  all  his  extraordinary  conduct  by  saying  he  had  taken  brandy 
and  water,  and  had  a  cold  in  hi*  head ;  yet  he  admitted  that  he  had  been  ^ 
nnwell,  but  was  now  quite  recovered.  The  Jury  would  weigh  the  evidence, 
and  make  every  allowance  for  a  gentleman  brought  before  them  under  such 
circumstances. 

The  Jury  consulted  together  a  few  minutes,  and  then  retnmed  Ipe  ver¬ 
dict,  ’That  the  Hon.  Mr  Jervis  was  in  an  unsouud  state  of  mind,  and 
incapable  qf  managing  hi*  affairs ,  and  that  ho  bad  beep  ip  that  condition 
since  Uie  lltb  of  January  in  the  present  year.*

A  burglary  were  made  at  one  house  in  Lamb's  Conduit  alreet  within  a 
ponth,  under circumstancea  which  created  a  suspicion  that  the  watchmen 
Kcre  rither  qetually  conneefed  with  the  burglars,  or  at  least  that  they 
Eere  very  remits  in  their  duly.

‘This  old  and  once 
much -esteemed  translation  is  commonly  called  the  Bretelut  Bible^ 
becaeae  hi  the  seventh  verse  of  the  third  chapter  of  Genesis,  tlie  Iranslaior 
says— And  they  (Adam  and  Eve)  sewed  figee-tree  leaves  together  and 
made  themselves  ftreecAsr.*” — Glasgow  Free  Press, 

Anonymous  Writing.— Sir  Waller  Scott,  io  hia  notice  of  Cumber¬ 
land,  observes,  “The  anonymous  character  pf  periodical  criticism  has 
a  tendency  to  give  freedom  to  literary  discussion,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
soften  the  aqlmosities  to  which  it  might  otherwise  give  rise ;  and,  in  that 
respect,  the  peculiar  tankage  which  Members  of  the  Senate  hold  towards 
each  other,  and  which  is  for  that  reason  called  parliamentary,  resembles 
the  otdinary  style  of  critical  discussion.  An  author  who  is  severely 
criticised  in  g  Review,  can  hardly  be  entitled,  in  theordinary  case,  to  take 
notice  of  it  otherwise  than  as  a  literary  question  ;  whereas  a  direct  and 
immediate  collision  with  a  particular  individual  seems  to  tend  either,  on 
the  on4  hand,  to  limit  the  freedom  of  criticism,  by  placing  it  under  the 
regulation  of  a  timid  complaisance;  or,  on  the  other,  to  render  it— 
(which  is,  to  say  the  least,  needtaas)— of  a  fiercer  and  mors  personal  cast, 
a»d  thereby  endanger  the  decorum  and  perhapa  tbe  peace  of  aooiety. 
Beaidea  thia,  there  will  always  be  a  greater  authority  ascribad  by  iha 
geotMility  of  readers  to  the  oracular  opinion  iaauod  from  the  cloudy  eanor 
tuaey  of  an  invisible  body,  thaw  to  the  mere  dictum  of  a  man  with  a 
CbiistiaB  name  and  aorname,  which  do  not  sound  much  better  than  tlioaa 
of  the  .author  over  whom  he  predominates,  in  tha  far-famed  Secret 
Tribunal  of  Germany,  it  was  the  invisibility  of  tbe  Judges  which  gave

)  of  the  daily  papers  is  eight  dollars  per  annum,  or  345. 6d.,  just  about 
price  of  a  weekly  paper  here  !  The  weekly  papers  cost  from  two  to 
ee  dollars  (85.  3d.  to  135.)  There  are  among  these  thirty-four  papers 
ee  weekly  ones  devoted  to  religion.  It  would  be  very  natural  to  coii- 
e, that  wheu 'newspapers  are  so  numerous  and  cheap,  they  would  1 
nede,  to  a  great  extent, every  other  species  of  periodical  literature;

Mr  Phillips,  the  husbsnd  of  the  deceased,  WEfi 
attuaded  by  his  Counsel  Mr  Chas.  Phillips  ;  and  Mr  AdolpliuA,  with  Mr' 
Ashurst,  Solicitor,  of  Newgate  street,  conducted  the  proceed  lugs  00  iha 
part  of  tlie  parochial  authorities  of  Finchley.  Mvt^iow,  (he  surgaow^ 
from  whose  house  the  prescription  was  sent,  and  Dr  Tweedie,  wboordeaad 
it,  were  also  present. 

Mr  Adolphus  stated,  (hat  the  verdict  of  the  Jury  at  the  inquest,  stating 
that  Mrs  Phillips  had  died  iu  consequeuce  ef  takii^  ea  over-dose  m 
IsqiJanum,  had  given  rise  to  much  exciiAliou  at  kmcJiley^  and  Una 
Parochial  Authorities  deemed  it  necessary  therefore  that  further  inquiry 
should  take  place.
